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Farmers «  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  the  f; 
half  of  1951  are  estimated  at  13.2  billion  dollars,  20"p^re< 
above  receipts  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1950.    This  gain, 
however,  was  partly  offset  by  a  13  percent  increase  in  average 
prices  farmers  paid  for  goods  used  in  production.    These  in- 
creases are  part  of  a  rise  in  consumer  income  and  national  in- 
come that  has  occurred  generally  since  the  first  of  the  year. 


Cash  Receipts  in  the  First  Six  Months 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  for  the  six-month 
period  will  total  around  9.6  billion  dollars  compared  with 

7.5  billion  last  year.    Substantial  gains  are  indicated  for 
all  the  major  livestock  groups,  with  higher  average  prices 
the  principal  reason  in  each  case.    However,  the  estimated 
percentage  increase  for  dairy  receipts  (about  20  percent)  is 
smaller  than  that  for  meat  animals  or  for  poultry  and  eggs. 
The  latter  are  each  about  a  third  higher  than  last  year. 

Crop  receipts  in  the  first  six  months  are  estimated  at 

3.6  billion  dollars,  slightly  above  last  year.  Crop  prices 
may  average  about  25  percent  above  a  year  ago,  but  the  volume 
of  marketings  is  down  almost  proportionately.  Estimated  cash 
receipts  from  wheat,  corn,  tobacco,  and  fruits  are  lower  than 
last  year.  On  the  other  hand,  increases  are  indicated  in  re- 
ceipts from  cotton,  soybeans,  flaxseed,  peanuts,  and  vege- 
tables. 
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Gash  Receipts  in  June 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  June  are  expected  to 
total  about  2.4  billion  dollars,  compared  with  2.2  billion  in 
May  and  1.9  billion  in  June  1950.    The  increase  over  May  will 
be  due  to  seasonally  larger  marketings.    As  compared  with  June 
a  year  ago,  a  slightly  larger  total  volume  of  crops  and  live- 
stock will  probably  be  sold  at  prices  averaging  more  than 
20  percent  higher. 

June  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  are 
estimated  at  1.7  billion  dollars,  slightly  less  than  in  May  be- 
cause of  smaller  marketings.    Receipts  from  meat  animals  and 
from  dairy  products  are  not  likely  to  differ  very  much  from  those 
in  May.    On  the  other  hand,  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  will 
probably  be  down  from  10  to  15  percent  because  of  a  seasonal  drop 
in  egg  production.    Total  livestock  receipts  may  be  nearly  30  per- 
cent above  last  June,  mostly  because  of  higher  prices.    The  per- 
centage increases  over  last  June  will  probably  be  somewhat  larger 
for  meat  animals  and  poultry  and  eggs  than  for  dairy  products. 

Receipts  from  crop  marketings  in  June  will  probably  total 
around  0.7  billion  dollars,  nearly  40  percent  above  May  as  the 
new  crops  of  wheat,  oats,  barley,  hay,  truck  crops,  and  some 
fruits  are  moving  to  market.    Receipts  from  nearly  all  the  major 
crops  will  be  above  a  year  ago,  mostly  because  of  higher  prices. 
The  gain  in  total  crop  receipts  over  last  June  is  likely  to  be 
around  18  percent.
